DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 5, filed on July 15, 2009, with respect to claims 1, 2, 4- 
6, 8-11 and 13-15 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
rejections of claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8-12 and 13-16 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8-1 1 and 13-15 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, does not teaches the construction 
of a system for exploiting power from a pressurized gas reservoir as described on and including 
all the disclosed limitations of independent claim 1, comprising: 

means adapted for separating at least one of nitrogen and carbon dioxide from the 
naturally occurring pressurized gas; 

means adapted for directing the separated at least one of nitrogen and carbon 
dioxide to a first transmission line; and 

means adapted for directing the naturally occurring pressurized gas to a second 
transmission line. 
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The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, does not teaches the design of a 
method for exploiting power from a pressurized gas reservoir as described on and including all 
the disclosed limitations of independent claim 5, comprising the step of directing the naturally 
occurring gas from the turbine, after passage therethrough, to a predetermined location, at a 
secondary pressure level, wherein directing the naturally occurring gas from the turbine 
comprises: 

separating at least one of nitrogen and carbon dioxide from the naturally occurring 
pressurized gas; 

directing the at least one of separated nitrogen and carbon dioxide to a first 
transmission line; and 

directing the naturally occurring pressurized gas to a second transmission line. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
